BRASS FOUNDEBS ON

Alhany. N. V., March 29— Five 
Biillioii dollars probahly could re- 
pair the damage duiif by fire in th^ 
State Capitol today, but nionev can 
not restore the hiat'irioal reoordfl 
which were tbe pride of its State li- 
brary. After examining the exteri- 
or walls with a transit, Htate Archi- 
tect Ware declared tooight that the 
massive pile of granite was as plumb 
aod true as ever. 

Altbongb the fire started In the 
northwest oomer of the building it 
oansed tbe greatest bavnc in tbe 
southwest ooruer. Here the red- 
tlled polntai eopolafoU, etrrying 
down part o* the earred granlu 
work that supported It and a tower* 
Ing stone chimney. Tbe enUre aeat 
wall above tbe seeond floor was 
blackened and many of tbe -stone 
window frames were ruioed by the 
fierce heat. The granite cornice al> 
HO wan ruined. Conservative esti- 
mates place the damave to the ex- 
terior etone Wof k at «t.OUO,000. y
